The Law cf 1899 has been Declared 
Unconstitutional 


The recent decision of the Supreme 
Court declaring unconstitutional the 
Indiana health act of 1899 which fixed 
the salary of the county health officers 
and made their term for a period of 
four years 
bids fair to disrupt the 
m cliinery of tbeState Board of Health 
that was just getting in good working 
order. 
The act of 1899 was an amend 
] inent to the earlier act of 1891 and was 
declared unconstiutional because the 
engrossing clerk in copying the title . 
of the llrst act left out a line of its title. 
In enacting an amendment to any law, ! 
the title of the first act must le stated 1 
!>efore the amendment becomes oper- i 
ative. 
The act of 1*99 was passed to im -! 
prove the efficiency of the department 
and as far as poss ble to remove it | 
from politics. 
It fixed the terms of 
health officers at four years, beginning 
January 1, 1899. 
The decision that 
the act is unconstitutional, however, 
makes the law revert to the act of 1891 
which fixes the term of the health offi 
eers at on** year and allows the County 
CommUsioners to fix the salary of the 
incumbent. 
The law of 1899 stipulated that the 
county health officers were to be paid 
l i cents per capita up to and including 
a population of 100,000, but fixing a 
maximum of $1,500 and a minimum of 
of $10 a year. 
All the features of the act nullified ! 
will be incorporated in a new bill that ( 
will be introduced at the next Legis­ 
lature, for which the health officers 
have been instructed to work.

Washington, March 11.—One of the 
moat. Interesting and important fea­ 
ture of the Investigation of the Sena­ 
tor Hoed Smoot case before the senate 
committee on privileges and elections 
was brought out by the testimony of 
E. B. Critchlow, formerly an assistant 
United States attorney in Utah, who 
told the story of the Moses Thatcher 
episode. 
According to his version, 
which was borne out by official rec­ 
ords. Apostle Thatcher persisted In 
continuing as a candidate for the 
United 8tates senate against the wish 
es of a quorum of the apostles, and on 
that account was held to be "not in 
harmony with his quorum.” 
The his­ 
tory of the campaign he made against 
the wishes of his fellow-Mormons, of 
his defeat and his subsequent trial 
before a committee of church officials 
was given in detail, and then Thatch­ 
er's submission 
to the will of the 
ohurch was read and put in the record 
of the Smoot investigation. 
This re­ 
cantation 
showed 
Thatcher 
totally 
broken in spirit and bowing absolute­ 
ly to the mandates of the church in 
that the consent of an officers' quorum 
must be obtained in order that he may 
continue In good standing. 
The pur­ 
pose of the testimony was to show 
that it was necessary, according to 
the rules of tho church, for Reed 
Smoot to have obtained the consent 
of the church before he could have 
become a candidate for the senate. 
In addition to the Thatcher episode 
Mr. Critchlow gave the history of the 
prosecutions In Utah on charges of 
polygamous 
cohabitation 
since 
the 
passage of the Edmunds law, and the 
legislation in the territory and state 
which affects Mormonism or polyg­ 
amy. 
His story was concise and en­ 
tertaining and he was interrupted but 
little. 
In answer to a question as to what 
happened to Ml*. T hatcher as a result 
of his disobedience, Mr. Critchlow 
said a declaration of principles was 
submitted to Mr. Tatcher for his sig­ 
nature, but he refused to sign 
In 
the succeeding year he was summon­ 
ed before a council and tried and gc 
knowledged that he had been wrong, 
and he retained his good-fellowship, 
but Is not now an apostle, and has not 
been since the episode 
Mr. Thatcher 
was compelled to subscribe to a state­ 
ment that he was wholly in the wrong 
and In fact, said the witness, his spirit 
was broken completely by his con- 
Ilct with the church. 
In response to an inquiry in relation 
to Mr. Tatcher running for tie «(-mate 
on a platform not in harmony with 
the church, Mr Critchlow spokt of 
the Influence of apostles, giving a« 
an illustration that the apostles gave 
•ut the Instruction that “It is the will 
•f the Lord that you vote the Repub­ 
lican ticket this time." Mr Critchlow 
aald the Democrats protested against 
the interference by the church in such 
manner. 
Andrew Jensen, the assistant his­ 
torian of the church, gave testimony 
•hewing the supremacy of the presi­ 
dent of the church. 
He related the 
methods of the church, its control hv 


presidents ot stake» and bishop», m e 
president of the church, said this wit-, 
ness, appointed the president of tho ;

tention of Politicians. 
Indianapolis, 
March 
11.—Whether 
or not Judge Wm. Penfleld, solicitor 
for the state department at Washing­ 
ton. is making much headway in his 
race for the Republican nomination 
for governor there is as much talk 
about him as there io of any of the 
candidates. 
Since W. L. Taylor of 
this city paid a flying visit to Wash­ 
ington the first of the week there has 
been a report that Penfleld may with­ 
draw and that Taylor’s trip to Wash­ 
ington wa.5 for the sole purpose of 
asking him to get out of the way. Pen­ 
fleld is no doubt giving Taylor some 
concern as the latter would have had 
the Twelfth district practically solid 
if Penfleld had not been a candidate, 
so very naturally the Taylor men 
would be greatly pleased if Penfleld 
should retire before the convention 
meet». 
They may be responsible for 
the talk now that he contemplates 
leaving the race at this stage. 


The friends of Congressman Over­ 
street here are (dated over the pros­ 
pect of him being secretary of the 
notional congressional campaign com­ 
mittee this year. 
He has held the po­ 
sition through three or four campaigns 
and has become so efficient that the 
leaders of the party at Washington 
have refused to let him go. 
He has 
expressed a desire time and again not 
to be called upon to serve but he took 
up the work in the last campaign at 
the request of President Roosevelt 
and the latter is very anxious that ho 
accept it again. 
Congressman Bab­ 
cock will be chairman and Congress­ 
man Overstreet secretary. 
The com­

not hurt his chances at home as tho 
party leaders have looked after his 
interests in his absence. 
With him 
as secretary of the committee they 
are confident that Indiana will faro 
well in the distribution of the big 
speakers throughout the contest. 


An interesting report has been re­ 
ceived here by politicians. 
It is from 
Evansville and is to the effect that 
George A. Cunningham of that place 
will be a full-fledged candidate for 
the United States senate if Senator 
Fairbanks is nominated for vice-pres 
ident.

Cunningham is the First dis 
trict member of the Republican state 
committee and stands well with his 
parly in his section but he ha3 never 
been so prominent as to lead anyone 
to suspect that he might enter the 
race for the senate.
